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Catechiſts are hereby ordered to obey. The General Aſſembly 
do further appoint the ſaid Committee to have a particular Re- 

ard, in their Proceedings, to the Regulations agreed upon by 
the Committee of the Aſſembly for managing the Royal Boun- 
ty, on the 3oth Day of September 1730, approven by ſubſe- 
quent Aſſemblies; and to take Care that Presbyteries, and o- 
thers concerned, obſerve the ſame, which they are hereby or- 
dered to do: Particularly the Aſſembly ordains the ſeveral Preſ- 
byteries to inſert in their Regiſters, the Committee's Appoint- 
ments of the Deſignations, Salaries, and Stations of the ſeveral 
Miſſionaries, and to have an exact Regard thereto in all the 
Letters they ſhall write about the ſaid Miſſionaries, and in giv- 
ing of Certificates to them; and to direct all their Letters con- 
cerning Miſſionaries in their Bounds, only to the Moderator of 
the Committee; which Letters ſhall be ſigned, at the Appoint- 
ment of the Presbytery, by the Moderator or Clerk thereof: 
And the Aſſembly does diſcharge any Payments to be made of 
the Salaries of the Miſſionaries, except upon Receipts from the 
Miſſionaries themſelves, and upon Certificates from the Preſ- 
byteries, bearing that they have ſerved for the Time mention- 
ed in the Receipts. The General Aſſembly do alſo impower 
the faid Committee to apply, for the Purpoſes: above-mention- 
ed, what may remain of the laſt Year's: Royal Bounty not diſ- 
poſed of, by Reaſon of any of the Miſſionaries not fulfilling 
the Appointments laid upon them: And they are to keep a 
Regiſter of their Proceedings, and like wiſe diſtinct Books of 
Accompts, how the foreſaid Nloney is beſtowed, which ſhall be 
patent to any concerned who pleaſe to inſpect the ſame.

And further, the ſaid Commiſſion is hereby im- 
powered to receive any References and Appeals that ſhall be 
made to them from Synods, in Matters of Doctrine, and ripen 
ſuch Affairs for the next General Aſſembly; and to contribute 
what they can to the ſuppreſſing of Vice and Immorality, and 
give all needful Advice and Aſſiſtance to Synods and Presbyte - 
Ties, upon Application to them for that End: Likeways to take 
Care that the Impreſſions of the Holy Scriptures, the Confeſſion 
of Faith, and Catechiſms, and ſuch Books as are authoriſed by 
this, Church, relating to the Doctrine, Worſhip, Diſcipline; 
and Government thereof, be correct; and give Directions a- 
bout printing the ſame, And the Commiſſioners are appointed 


and 
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and impowered to keep a Correſpondence with the Committee 
for Reformation of the Highlands and ande, for ſuppreſſing 
Popery and Superſtition, and for promoting the Knowledge 
of true Religion, and carrying on a Reformation in theſe Parts, 
and give Afiſtance and Concurrence therein; and, if Need be, 
to apply to the Government for a proper Remedy and ſpeedy 
Redreſs. And the ſaid Commiſſioners are hereby ſtrictly pro- 
hibited and diſcharged to meddle in any other Matters, than 


what are committed and referred to them, as above-mention- - 


ed: And, in all their Actings, they are to proceed according 


to the Acts and Conſtitution of this Church, and to do nothing 


contrary thereto, or to the Prejudice of the ſame ; declaring, 
that in, and for all their Actings, they ſhall be accountable to, 
and cenſurable by the next General Aſſembly, as they ſhall
